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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: throughout 
the specification, extraneous spaces are innumerous words, e.g., "Ziegler -Natta" in line 
6, of page 1 , "1 1" in the last line of page 2, "po lyolefin" in line of page 7, the list goes on. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. 
Currently, claim 30 is missing, therefore claims 31-37 is renumbered as 30-36 
respectively . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 24-26 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 1 of claim 24, the phrase "is said" appears to be "in said". Clarification and 
corrections are requested. 

In claim 29, the use of relative term "increased" renders the limitation of "an 
increased number of chiral exposed active sites" indefinite. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 30-33 and 36 (renumbered) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as based on a disclosure which is not enabling. The solid crystalline support 
material and chiral agent components are critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Since there are no detailed 
disclosures in the application regarding the compositions of solid crystalline support 
material and chiral agent for metallocene catalyst and single site catalyst, one of 
ordinary sl^illed in the art can not practice the invention as claimed.
